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STUDENT PARTICIPATION 
SCHOOL GOVERNMENT

and some have had such sys- 
tems operation for decades. Yet there 
are many schools whose administrators are 
rejecting limiting severely student coun- 
cil and other quasi-governmental student 
organizations not compatible with the 
Catholic position, and the needs present- 
day high school boys and girls. After all, 
one very zealous high school Sister 
said, the Catholic Church well central- 
ized, with steps authority; and 
obedience that makes the Church what 
is. Others cry that they are producing 
leaders, but where such leaders take 
their following? 

true that adolescents are insecure 
and times reckless drivers that most 
high-powered creature vehicles, the hu- 
man will. Yet the idea student partici- 
pation should not put aside lightly. 
After all, govern one’s own actions 
heady thrill drive shiny new 
convertible. And because hot-rods the 
moral life are even more dangerous than 
hot-rods the highway, adolescents must 
freedom and its proper use. undertake 
the exercise freedom when reaching 
maturity without previous practice accord- 
ing true principles concerning the dig- 
nity and destiny human person would 
dangerous indeed. 


What Student Participation? 

Two decades ago the term “student self- 
government” was popular. That term has 
been dropped, with good reason, not only

and the bishop who the official teacher 
from God for his whole diocese. 

This authority, stands reason, must 
exercised God Himself exercises 
authority, with full respect for the free 
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will has created. ordinary details 
everyday school life there should 
recognition the adolescent’s growing 
power think right thoughts and freely 
will their application. Where possible 
without danger students school, boys 
and girls should expected formulate 
and work for the success plans their 
own fields where there room for 
opinion. This not replacing teaching with 
disorder, but itself method teaching. 
Such method requires complete co-opera- 
tion from the entire faculty. But the effect 
well worth the effort. 


Function the Student Council 

many schools the student council and 
co-operating student organizations help 
exercise discipline nonmoral matters, 
organize assembly programs, and manage 
all-school, fund-raising, other campaigns. 
More fruitful areas for student activity, 
though fewer schools have attempted them, 
are share school planning, campaigns 
improve school spirit courtesy 
other social virtues, program deepen 
interest the more valuable school sub- 
jects opportunities, conscious share 
bettering the school’s public relations, 
safety drives, and effort increase 
civic-mindedness among

However, the dangers, limitations, 
and disadvantages should not deter 
from attempting the best 
yourself than have student it, but 
isn’t always the best thing for the 
students.” 
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Examination the above-listed difficul- 
ties certainly shows that sponsor student 
participation not easy. But does not 
condemn such sponsorship unwise. 
merely emphasizes truth should never 
forget, that method, equipment, 
textbook, can ever relieve our per- 
sonal task exerting influence human 
wills “with all the patience teacher,” 
St. Paul said. school place where 
mature personalities influence immature 
ones. student self-government, one 
teacher remarked, “anything possible 
the sponsor holy enough.” 


Educational Values Participation 


Why should take this difficult and 
time-consuming approach 
training high school? The basic reason 
would seem the very difficulty the 
task. For human freedom hard 
use wisely, and yet the ordination 
God all must use it, the task learn- 
ing how handle one’s own will surely 
deserving professional time and effort. 

Specific values that Catholic high school 
teachers see the student sharing school 
responsibilities include: 

Practice planning and organization. 

Responsibility, including the bearing 
the brunt failure, even financial failure. 

Loyalty and the reduction criticism, 
arising from better rapport between faculty 
and students, deeper interest and ap- 
preciation the Catholic school, and more 
adequate guidance. 
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Not only community-mindedness, but 
the necessary citizenship techniques 
implement taking active part cam- 
paigns, elections, floor discussion. 


Practical Recommendations 

Before finally undertaking student par- 
ticipation, principal, adviser-to-be, and 
faculty will want study and plan care- 
fully. Perhaps all that has been said 
this article may pivoted few 
basic principles which the whole faculty 
must accept and successfully get across 
the student body that going asked 
participate actively student affairs: 

The mature human personality (one able 
freely choose good) the most sacred 
created things, Its education worth 
any price. 

All learning self-learning (cf. St. 
Thomas, magistro); the teacher 
catalyst, guide inspire self-action, cor- 
rect when wrong, reward with 
approval when right, thus encouraging 
further attempts. 

Divine authority demands docile sub- 
mission, but many areas human life are 
matters choice, and totalitarian age 
particularly important make sure 
that such areas will not controlled 
wrong influences students who are too 
passive. 

Once the principles are established (as, 
theoretically, they already are every 
Catholic school) there are some practical 
preliminaries adoption student par- 
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ticipation. semester year prepara- 
tory discussions will build 
appreciation the students what student 
participation can for them. Principal 
and faculty will decide what problems can 
entrusted the students. 

Indirect guidance technique, with suffi- 
cient trust the part both students 
and faculty, will insure harmony. Young 
people are enthusiastic, but inexperienced, 
and should made understand that 
their ideas may times imprudent 
unwise, and that even designated “stu- 
dent council areas” good leader will take 
advice. Teachers tend perfectionists, 
but should concede that may better 
have students make mistakes now and 
then than for clocklike maidenly precision 
prevail. Machines, they should remem- 
ber, often run more smoothly than men, 
but would they prefer machines men? 

definite program home-room guid- 
ance which the leadership qualifications 
are taught necessary before trusting 
students with elections. Most high school 
teachers know how much “date rating” and 
other characteristics not apropos the 
situation influence student votes. 

If, consideration all the material 
presented the subject, faculty mem- 
bers are willing sacrifice the arti- 
ficiality the formal garden for more 
spontaneous though less predictable growth 
human responsibility, the student coun- 
cil wisely conducted would seem hold 
definite value for Catholic high schools.

The attitude Christian society toward 
the handicapped includes deeper aspect. 
Human beings have intrinsic dignity 
which thing apart from any considera- 
tion defect, enfeeblement, repulsiveness, 
handicap. Human dignity precious 
privilege and tremendous trust taber- 
nacled within all men without exception, 
quality inherent man his very 
nature. This the cardinal principal un- 
derlying the Christian attitude toward 
the handicapped. 

How are educators apply these prin- 


ciples? must recognize the visually 
handicapped child the subject certain 
rights and realize what measure our 
duty aid him the attainment those 
rights. Catholic educators step 
further and claim our specific duty, namely 
our obligation provide Catholic educa- 
tion for all our Catholic children including 
the handicapped. Their right educa-

The Visually Handicapped Child 

The term, visually handicapped, includes 
two specific groups, namely the blind and 
the partially seeing. Here are consider- 
ing the partially seeing child, who, with the 
aid suitable facilities and proper medical 
care capable gaining much knowledge 
through the channel vision. The educa- 
tional needs the partially seeing child 
differ from those the blind who must 
substitute the sense touch for that 
sight, whereas the partially seeing child 
still has the sense sight. More specifi- 
cally, the partially seeing child, educa- 
tionally speaking, the pupil whose vision 
impaired the point wheré his limita- 
tion may retard his regular grade progress 
his vision become further impaired 
the use regular grade equipment. Chil- 
dren falling into this category are those 
whose visual acuity ranges between 20/70 
and 20/200 the better eye after all med- 
ical and optical care has been provided. 
Others included this group are those 
with progressive eye difficulties diseases 
which seriously affect vision. Children who 
are recovering from eye injuries and opera- 
tions may also need special educational 
and psychological help for period time. 
Ultimately, any child who the opinion 
training because his difficulty should 
given consideration the educational au- 
thorities according the recommendations 
the doctor.

the child with seriously impaired vision 
should could take all class instruction 
with normally visioned group under 
regular classroom situation. Should then 
draw the conclusion that the partially 
seeing child should segregated 
group his own kind receive his educa- 
tion? This would tantamount adding 
handicap handicap, for the partially 
seeing child normal all respects with 
the exception his particular physical 
handicap. should enrolled class 
without sight difficulties his own grade 
level and should take part the regular 
curriculum and schedule whenever 
not nature further endanger his 
vision. should the sight-saving 
class and teacher only when those parts 
the schedule that would overtax his visual 
capacity are engaged the class. 
these times only and the sight-saving 
room with special methods and equipment 
will follow lessons similar nature and 
content those being held the regular 
grade. 


Need for Sight-Saving Class 

The idea that special educational facil- 
ities should provided for the partially 
seeing child originated Great Britain 
the year 1902. This resulted the es- 
tablishment the first sight-saving class 
the world London 1908. The first 
venture aid this group the United 
States was attempted Roxbury, 
1913, and later the same year 
Cleveland, Ohio. According statistics 


issued the National Society for the 
Blindness, April, 1952, there 
are present 686 sight-saving classes 
the United States, the territory Hawaii, 
and the District Columbia. this num- 
ber only three are operated parochial 
school systems. Great the need for this 
type special education our schools. 
One out every four hundred children 
has visual defect which prevents him 
from taking advantage many the 
educational opportunities which are offered 
normally seeing children. There are 
50,000 visually handicapped children 
the United States. Blindness the in- 
crease America. America alone 420 
persons lose their sight every week making 
round number 22,000 per year. Med- 
ical authorities tell that least half 
these cases could have been 
proper measures were taken due time. 
One the chief measures advocated 
these same authorities the organization 
sight-saving classes for partially seeing 
children. 

Due lack proper facilities paro- 
chial schools many our Catholic partially 
seeing children are registered the sight- 
saving classes public schools. some 
our schools teachers who are 
overburdened with crowded and 
who are overtaxed with the multiplicity 
details and activities connected the 
curriculum, are struggling without the aid 
necessary equipment and training, 
give the partially seeing child the educa- 
tion which his right. Obviously, ‘his 
injustice the teacher and the child. 


| 
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Objectives the Sight-Saving Class 

The immediate objective the sight- 
saving class provide education with 
the least possible eyestrain for the partially 
seeing child, teach the child use his 
eyes correctly and effectively. Sight saving 
does not mean nonuse but rather correct 
and effective use the eyes and 
this principle that the sight-saving program 
based. This objective reached through 
the use special physical equipment and 
educational media geared meet the needs 
the child. classroom well lighted 
naturally and artificially the first step 
toward the fulfillment this goal. Cor- 
rectly printed textbooks clear type, large 
chalk, pencils with dark lead, green chalk- 
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boards, bulletin typewriters, and sound 
devices are some the major features 
taking prominence relieving the eye- 
strain the child. The use craft ma- 
terials furnishes eye rest periods for the 
child and the same time develops the 
sense touch and brings out the creative 
abilities the child. Various teaching 
techniques also work toward this immediate 
objective, such instruction word, pic- 
ture, posters, and the like eye hygiene 
and the proper care the eye. 

The ultimate objective this special 
class prepare the partially seeing 
child take his place the world among 
normally sighted beings, teach him how 
live terms happiness and accom-

tion, for ultimately, teaching our children 
how live the only genuine curriculum. 
The chief educational technique employed 
the striving for this objective psy- 
chological one.

Use One Basic Program 

Flexibility grade one, and some 
extent grades two and three, requires 
that all groups using the same basic 
reading program.

The “Forgotten Man” 
Education 


One the basic problems education 
has been almost completely overlooked 
during the centuries. has been hardly 
recognized problem all. The main 
assumptions education not include it. 
That problem the place, the purpose, 
and the participation the student the 
educational process. Education was some- 
thing that was “done” him, was 
something that was given him. was 
assumed that the only place could 
happen was schools, and teachers were 
the artificers. There was talk about teachers 
and studies and books and school build- 
ings but hardly any about the student, 
unless proved hindrance stumbling 
block and was considered that phase 
education called discipline. 

One would think that the most obvious 
fact about education was the student. You 
almost could not fail see him and yet 
educators were blind. was kind 
vessel into which you poured what you 
thought was good for him what society, 
through the course study, thought good 
for him. was viewed having some- 
thing called mind, which was tabula 
rasa, upon which the teacher could write 
will what the school was there teach. 
Or, you were behaviorist, you could 
fashion the young animal, for that all 
was conceived be, into anything you 
wished to. 

even more significant, following the 
great principles industrial efficiency with 
our frequent automatic machinery, you 
could run him through the educational as- 
sembly line, and find the end the human 
product the form, make-up, and uses 
you had planned. 

Such gross errors, misconceptions, and 
lack insight makes imperative 
examine anew the whole educational proc- 
ess from the standpoint the student. 
There have been men who realized the 
error our ways and who had fine in- 
sight into what education really is. 
more recent times they have had some in- 
fluence. There have been students 
schools, particularly the colleges who have 
protested the oversight, neglect, and regi- 
mentation students. They have even 
written significant reports about what hap- 
pened them schools—and then 
doubted was good.

field before choosing vocation. motion 
picture showing the purpose and usefulness 
the tests was obtained for the opening day, 
along with another film, “How Apply 
for Job.” mimeographed sheet listing two 
hundred principal occupations classified under 
eight major groups was given each senior 
and junior, along with questionnaire 
filled in, concerning his occupational choice, 
his interest the testing service, and his 
desire for advice from the counselor. More 
than per cent the upperclassmen 
school twelve hundred students answered 
the questionnaires, and expressed their desire 
avail themselves the help offered this 
information center. 


Tests for the Students 

battery tests provided objective 
instrument for appraising the students’ inter- 
ests, aptitudes, abilities, and personalities, and 
relating them their lifework. These tests 
helped the student think for himself, for 
guidance only suggestive. The Kuder Prefer- 
ence Record was given first, measure the 
ten major areas vocational interest out- 
door, mechanical, computational, scientific, 
persuasive, artistic, literary, musical, social 
service, and clerical. The individual graph 
accompanying the test reveals the student’s 
major fields interest and his particular area 
interest. This profile also serves organ- 
ize the reviewing the whole field occu- 
pations. For, after examining results the 
test, the student refers accompanying 
handbook for list possible fields work 
which most likely succeed, based 
his interests. this time often 
alerted occupation keeping with his 
interest preference, with which was not 
previously familiar. For example, the two 
highest interests are artistic and mechanical, 
the student will discover among list oc- 
cupations under the heading, artistic-mechani- 
cal, such careers city planning engineer, 
dental technician, occupational therapist, au- 
tomobile designer, taxidermist, and milliner.

Interest scores not 
substitute for aptitude scores. For the de- 
sired occupation not well known the 
student, has been influenced the 
fact that the occupation involves honor 
prestige the eyes other adolescents, his 
selection may unsatisfactory. Therefore 
aptitude tests these interest fields were 
offered. the result the aptitude test was 
favorable, the boy who become 
city planning engineer, the girl who planned 
train dental technician, looked the 
card file for the number the occupation 
folder. There were career briefs, brochures, 
and books the library giving the infor- 
mation and helps they wanted regarding these 
occupations.

These 
surveys are disinterested research accounts 
the employment national basis, sup- 
plying accurate occupational information 
which may result lifetime happiness 
career. The reports describe the attractive 
and unattractive side the occupation, op- 
portunities for promotion, personal qualifica- 
tions required, and also earnings; they ac- 
quaint the pupil with typical day’s work, 
and give information about the particular type 
work. the desired occupation requires 
tional training, the pupil then refers for fur- 
ther information one the educational 
catalogues. 


Individual Guidance 

The students were encouraged seek in- 
dividual guidance from the principal, from the 
deans, from their teachers. From time 
time, however, over the 
tem, the principal brought before the minds 
the students the apostolate the Christo-

Stimulated Spelling 


Sister Wilfrid, O.S.F.* 


Teaching children spell challenge 
every teacher elementary school high 
school. involves both the choosing the 
words learned and the method learn- 
ing them. problem not confined the 
arts communication but extending into all 
fields study. Until understand their 
association with the eyes, ears, vocal organs,

and hands, the spelling words and the per- 
ception speech sounds will considered 
difficult. 

break the monotony essential that 
the spelling lessons given varied ways. 
The pretest followed assimilation words 
and the study methods seem 
follow sound psychological reasoning since 
they follow the sensory routes. following 
this procedure the children read the word, see 
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printed and written, and hear pronounced, 
thus receiving four impressions. This ought 
fix the picture the word definitely upon 
their minds they concentrate all. good 
teacher will have her own helpful method 
dealing with the few who fail. 


Some Objectives 

The teacher realizes that she must have 
definite objectives mind the presentation 
each lesson. She must have sincere aim 
increase the child’s desire spell cor- 
rectly. Both the teacher and the pupil must 
pronounce the words correctly. The meaning 
the word must understood well the 
number syllables which composed.

Exercises many kinds may used effec- 
tively, but constant drill work and repetition 
necessary clinch and impress the words 
upon the mind the repeated words are 
spelled correctly each time. Just writing 
each word five ten times does not always 
help reach desired goal unless the words 
are spelled correctly each time. Careless repe- 
tition waste time. 

Often the teacher’s individuality guid- 
ing force methods. she keenly alert 
toward perfecting the technique teaching 
spelling, she will keep the children’s interest 
stimulated through honest rivalry such oral 
and written contests, and spelling matches 
which the choosing sides adds the 
determination win. 


Some Devices 

Another means motivating interest 
inject few competitive games games such 
the well-known baseball game; 
building anagrams, especially from well-known 
persons’ names; homonym game which only 
nouns are involved; and language relays which 
assumed name for blackboard 
spelling.

Co-operation

Any teacher knows the reaction her class 
something new. The poster was large and 
colorful, but the feature guaranteed capture 
attention was the thrill each child seeing 
his own picture the chart. The questions 
the children asked before the morning bell 
were numerous and gratifying; for, you 
know, much the success putting over 
this doctrine, any other, hinged their 
interest. 

Right after our opening exercises, started 
out “introducing the Mystical Body.” ex- 
plained the poster quite simply showing 
the relationship branches vine, and 
pointing out the uselessness branch 
apart from the vine. All this was done 
without reference yet the pictures 


Christ and the children. Had been spring- 
time, might have brought branch into 
the classroom where the children could easily 
see what happens when separated from 
its parent tree vine. They would have seen 
that within comparatively short time the 
leaves curl up, wither, and die; and the 
branch becomes dry and brittle, good only for 
firewood, with all the original loveliness gone. 
They would have seen, also, that out the 
yard the vine tree from which the 
branch was taken, its sister branches were 
still beautiful and green. However, though 
could not use this example, every child 
knows how the fruits nature leaves 
and flowers lose their beauty when removed 
from the source that gives them life. 

The step from amy vine and its branches 
the Mystical Vine and its branches simple 
one. Christ the Vine, and are His 
branches. depend every way Him 
for the life and beauty our souls. Apart 
from Him wither and die and are good 
for nothing save firewood. are intended 
remain close Christ, receive our super- 
natural life from its Source, and nourish 
this life with His sanctifying grace.

later class discussed how branches 
can become diseased slowly 
until finally they die and must cut from 
the vine. pointed out, also, that with one 
stroke sharp knife branch could 
removed from its source life, the vine.

received more sun and more nourishment from 
the vine. Then made the transfer our- 
selves again and asked we, too, could 
come diseased and cut off from Christ.

Holy Communion, worked out perfectly 
for our needs. The children could realize that 
sin disease that can gradually weaken the 
soul. and that single mortal sin will quickly, 
sharply cut the soul off from Christ. 
observed, also, that with farmer’s care 
diseased branch can pruned and tended 
regains its former vigor. So, too, with 
the pruning knife the soul, 
the soul sin regains its former beauty, and 
reinstated its reunion with Christ. 


The Cure 

illustrate the deadly character mortal 
sin, removed child’s picture entirely 
from the chart and poised over the waste- 
basket until one the children offered the 
solution replace its former position. 
The answer, course, was confession; and 
putting the picture back the place from 
which had been taken (to the evident relief 
the entire class) illustrated God’s good- 
ness the soul restoring its former 
beauty through the sacrament penance. 

Next, wanted discover ways be- 
come more beautiful members the Mystical 
Body Christ. were learning about grace, 
the application was apparent.

The 
title “Mystical Body” had not been mentioned 
many words yet, but now was time 
write the blackboard and begin 
use it. explained that was like the Vine 
and the branches: Christ the Head and 
are the members His Mystical Body, the 
hands, arms, legs, and the like are members. 
child’s body. isn’t body that anyone 
can really see, but really body 
“mystery way.” Children love mystery and 
readily accept the concept mystical body. 

there were gaps the teaching, and 
doubtless there were, the children apparently 
bridged the gap their own minds, for 
presented problem them when went 
the discussion how the members 
body help each other: the hand combing hair, 
brushing teeth, and the like. (They made 
their own list after few examples.) Then 
saw that the tooth ached did the head, 
and all the other members the body suf- 
fered, too, some way, and sought means 
alleviate the pain the suffering one. 
this point all the little heads were nodding 
agreement (remembering, doubt, the “baby 


teeth” they were losing right now) and even 
the least enlightened could grasp the idea 
how all the members belong together, work 
together, suffer together, and are not whole 
they are meant one ill miss- 
ing. The children readily found the relation- 
ship between the members human body 
and the members Christ’s Mystical Body. 


All Are There 

discussed how all are one-in- 
Christ and that belong together, work to- 
gether, pray together, play together, and are 
meant “together Christ,” always. 
saw that family name the color our 
skin not important because are all one 
family Christ. our predominantly Span- 
ish-American community this knowledge and 
realization unity with each other and with 
Christ are tremendously important means 
lessening any feeling inferiority in- 
equality that has, unfortunately, survived even 
our so-called “enlightened generation.” This 
close relationship was easily demonstrated 
the chart. 

with the playground quarrels; for with 
repeated use the poster, pointing out the 
mystical relationship and closeness each 
child, they grasped the idea eventually that 
what hurt one member actually hurt all mem- 
themselves. How could they re- 
ceive the same Christ the morning Mass 
with their little playmates, re-establishing their 
and then fighting like little 
demons noontime? The same with selfish- 
ness: the mean, selfish child, who deliberately 
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tantalized his playmates, was not doing his 
share make the branches more beautiful; 
and was making himself unhappy well 
others. And what about those others? They, 
too, had lesson learn: not mind teas- 
ing too much, and for their share the work 
the Mystical Body offer their disappoint- 
ment God make for the one who 
was detracting from the beauty the whole. 


Each Branch Helps 

The possibilities are limitless: the poster 
stayed until the end the school year, and 
was used over and over with new ideas. 
November prayed for the Poor Souls, the 
suffering members the Mystical Body.

ENERGY FOODS SCHOOL 
LUNCHES 

James Hemphill, supervisor the Cali- 
fornia public schools lunch program, urges 
bulletin the schools that energy foods 
included all school lunch diets: 

“In addition proteins, minerals, and vita- 
mins, necessary have foods the 
diet that provide fuel for energy. Fats and 
carbohydrates are fuel foods. Carbohydrates 
include sugars and starches. The best indica- 
tion whether the individual eating the 
right amount fuel foods found through 
analysis his weight relation his height, 
age, and body structure. the individual eats 
less fuel foods than needs, under- 
weight. eats more than needs they 
are stored his body fat. reasonable 
amount body fat considered desirable 
especially children and adolescents. 

“All natural foods contain some carbohy- 
drate fat. Some contain much more than 
others. The most important consideration 
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choosing fuel foods that the most beneficial 
ones will also supply minerals and vitamins 
and possibly some protein. Refined sugar 
pure carbohydrate that provides fuel for 
the body but nothing else. the other hand, 
such foods fruits molasses furnish not 


only sugar, but also vitamins and minerals. 


“Cooking fats and bacon provide fuel for 


the body. Butter and enriched margarine pro- 
vide fuel and vitamin Whole grain cereals 
provide carbohydrates, minerals, and vitamins; 
refined products such white rice and un- 
enriched white flour contain carbohydrates but 
little any minerals and vitamins.”
